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Less is known about Thai fungi, as relevant literatures are 
only those of Dr. R. Heim of Paris on Basidiomycetes; George Carrol 
and Henry Dissinc; of Copenhagen on Pyrenomycetes; Discomycetes and 
Gasteromycetes respectively. 

This paper is intended to compile a list of the fungous collection 
in the Forest Herbarium. Besides the author’s own identification 
most of the collection has been recently worked out by Drs. R.W.G. 
Dennis and D.A. Reid of Kew, whose authorities are duely cited.
